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PHILADELPHIA. 
WEDNESDAY EVENING, July 21, 1824. 








The Theological Discussion on the 
question, “ Is the punishment of the wick- 
ed absolutely eternal, &c.”” was closed on 
Friday last, at half past 6 o’clock, P. M.— 
The Church was thronged the whole time, 
and on the last afternoon the crowd was 
immense. Each party spoke ten hours, in 
speeches of 30 minutes each, according to! 
the rules prescribed. 

The argument principally turned on the 
will of God. Mr. M‘Calla acknowledged, 
that if it could be proved that the will of 
God (who will have all men to be saved, 
&c.) was his will of furfiose, and not mere- 
ly a will of freceftt, which might be coun- 
teracted, then it must be logically conclud- 
ed that all men, universally, will be saved. 
This argument was fairly met, and com- 
pletely silenced. It was shown that the 
counsel of God must stand, and that he 
will do ail his pleasure. Isa. xlvi. 10.— 
That the pleasure of the Lord shall pros- 
per in the hand of the Messiah, (Isa. liii.10,) 
who came not ¢o condemn (iva xpwe) the 
world but fo save (ive cwew) the world, (John 
xii. 47 ;) and that no weapon formed against 
him shall prosper. Isa. liv. 17. That 
the will of God is according to his good 
fleasure, which he purposed in himself, 
that in the dispensation of the fulness of 
times, he might gather together in one, 
all things in Christ, both which are in hea- 
yen, and which are on earth ; even in him. 
Eph.i. 9, 10. Tothis argument, although 
he had the last speech, Mr. M. made no 
reply. 

There was an aionian fight about the 
words ater, aievtr, np, &c. which was most. 
ly lost to the audience, and which ended 
nearly where it commenccd, certainly, 
however, without any thing being gained 
in favour of endless misery ; and which 
was sufficient to convince every rational 
mind of the weakness of that cause which 
depends on such nice verbal criticisms for 
its support. No rational man can believe 
any thing essential to salvation which is 











not plainly and clearly revealed, and which 


depends on something better than such 
equivocal terms for its support. 

Mr. M. admitted, however, that the 
word cm, from gwhence comes #7, is 
equivocal, and may mean a man’s life, an 
age, a dispensation, the duration of the 
earth, as well as an absolute eternity.

The 
boiler was nearly new, on the low pressure prin- 
ciple; and the furnace of 3-8 copper, was suppos 
ed to be one of the best in the Port of New-York 
The probable cause of the accident was the 
neglect to keep the boiler sufficiently filled with 
water. Copper, when heated, loses its tenacity 
and rends like wet paper; and from the appear. 
ance of the boiler it would seem that six or seven 
feet in length, immediately over the fire, gave way 
at once. 





DESTRUCTIVE FIRE AT BOSTON. 

A fierce and terrible fire, commenced on Wed. 
nesday of last week, at a quarter before 1 o'clock, 
in the rear of Charles and Beacon-streets in Bos. 
ton, the wind blowing turiously trom the N. West 
in an atmosphere excessively dry and dusty, and 
in the course of little more than three hours con 
sumed 15 handsome brick mansions, and other 
buildings together with part of their furniture, the 
least value of which must amount to 150,000 dol- 
lars. This calamity originated in a chimney be- 
longing to the house of Mr. Haven in Charles-sireet, 
which caught fire and some accidental spark fell 
into a quantity of shavings surrounding a Ca:pen- 
ter’s shop opposite. They were instantly ina blaze, 
which spreading with astonishing quickness, 
caught the fences and out houses of the nearest 
dwellings in Chesnut-street, Charles-street, and 
Beacon-street. Two houses in Chesnut-street, 
were first burned, then the mew house of Mr. John 
Bryant in Beacon street, and the corner of a block 
mm Charles-street, The wind kindled the flames 
with such unexampled rapidity, that the heat was 
too great to be encountered without eminent he2- 
aid, at such a. distance, as to render fire engines 
of important use: The violence of the gule blew 
back the stream of water, or scattered it, when 
directed. against the furious rage of the fire. Six

LOSS OF THE ENGLISH BRIG JESSIE. 
Extract of a letter from Prince Edward Island, 
June 12. 

“It now becomes our painful duty to record the 
melancholy loss of the brig Jessie, with all the pas- 
sengers and crew, 26 in number. She sailed from 
Three Rivers on the 25th day of December last, 
for Liverpool, G. B. and was seen passing Cheti- 
caw, (Cape Breton) on the evening of the 27th, 
and it is most probable she run on shore that night 
on St. Paul’s Island. From the currency of seve- 
ral reports from the adjacent shores of the wreck 
of a brig on that Island, a small vessel was des- 
patched from the house of Messrs. M'Kay’s (the 
owners) which returned on Tuesday last with the 
most conclusive proofs of the fatal loss. The wreck 
of the Jessie lies within 200 yards of the south 
west point of the island, and on the west side of 
the point eleven bodies were discovered about half 
a mile from the wreck ; among whom were recog: | 
nized Donald M‘Kay, Esq. Mr. Forbes, (a mer- 
chant of Miramich:) and capt. M‘Alpine, who were 
lying together. It would appear that they must 
have perished from the severity of the weather, as 
some provisions were found. The passengers who. 
left Three Rivers in the Jessie, capt. M‘Alpine, 
were Donald M‘Kay, Mr. Forbes, Mr. John Lowe, 
Mrs. Williams, (wife of Mr. John Williams,) and 
two of ber family.

Spontaneous Combustion.— A store in Lewistown, 
Penn, was burnt last week, and the fire can be ac- 
counted for in no other way than by Spontaneous 
Combustion, For several months past no person 
had been in the house with a candle; the door: 
were locked, and the locks apparently unbroken 
at the time of the fire. Amongst the articles in 
the store house were several barrels of flax seed 
oil, and a considerable quantity of rags; the bar- 
rels, or one of them particularly, leaked, and its 
drippings communicated with the rags. That flax- 
seed oil has a singular property which has led 
sometimes to serious accidents, when mixed with 
lamp-black, or with any light Kind of charcoal, or 
even with vegetable substances, as cotton or flax, 
the mixture after some time heats spontaneously, 
and at length bursts into a flame, is a fact proved 
by numerous instances on record. 





We have seen agentleman from Mr. Randall’s 
section of the Chesapeake and Delaware Canal, 
who gives a very favourable account of the pro- 
gress of that great work, and the health of the peo- 
ple employed on it.
